The evening of July !! and part of the fol- 


lowing day were spen;t-in making an exam- 
ination of the Grand canyon, through which 
we had been in imminent peril of making an 
unexpected and involuntary trip. We found 
it tote a crooked passage of about three-' 
quarters of a mile in longth^in which-the 
water turns and twists between two perpen- 
dicular walls ol basaltic'rook forty feet high, 
confronting each other at a distance of about 
!30 feet. 
Midway of the canyon is a gigantic 


basin, in which the stream pauses and whirls 
around as if hesitating to make the'final 
plunge through the lower half of the way. 
For purposes of navigation the southern half 
of the canyon is the more dangerous, because 
near the.entrance the walls rapidly approach 
each other, and the stream surges through 
the contracted channel with terrific.force. 
.We were glad, hoft'ever, to observe that 
there were, no rocks to be encountered, and 
thntthbbhly real danger to the raft would 
be that of striking against'the sharp-arigles 
of the winding walls of the canyon. From 


" miners at Juneau we learned that the canyon 


can bo "run," and we made up our minds 
that -we would run it 


GRAYLINGS OALORE. 


We had been told, however, that cargoes 


ara always portaged, and that only rafts, 
without crew or cargo, are allowed to drift 
through. 
Even skiffs and boats are portaged 


to tho smooth water below, and skids have 
been erected with a windlass for the purpose 
of raising boats from the water to the top of 
tho bluff. The trail is on the right side of 
the canyon, and is well beaten by the passage 
of hundreds of miners, who have used it dur- 
ing the past ten years. 


As the City of Paris is a stanch and well 


built raft, which cap easily be enlarged ang 
strengthened, we determined to make the run

Having come to this conclusion, we in- 


dulged in a little sport with rod and line. In 
tho great whirlpool near which our raft lay 
we observed grayling leaping out of the ed- 
dies after the small brown millers with which 
the air was filled. Taking the hint, we of-. 
fered inducements to the finny beauties to 
make other experiments. In a very short 
time 1 had landed fifteen of them, and some 
of them weighed over a pound. I found that 
a brown hackle answered a very good pur- 
pose and fished with it most of the time. De 
Hass had an odd experience.

We spent the anniversary of national inde- 


pendence in repairing and strengthening the 
City of Paris, adding two heavy side logs and 
staying her with four additional and well 
pinned cross beams. The hurricane deck was 
strongly braced and the mast removed j and 
when daylight was passing into twilight, 
White, who is, a veteran river miner, de- 
clared our raft to be the stoutest he had ever 
seen. 


By 9:85 a. m,, July 5, the cargo was all 


aboard the raft, well. secured and carefully 
wrapped in tent cloth to protect it from the 
wet to which it was soon to be exposed. Tho 
raft was towed several feet 'up the whirlpool 
basin, so as to get her near the main current, 
the lines were cast off, we jumped aboard and 
the descent was bt*,un. The bow and stern 


' oars were vigorously plied as we swept into 


the tumultuous waters, and with head on the 
City of Paris went boldly on her way, turn- 
ing the corners of tho canyon with perfect 
ease and grace, and shipping hardly any 
water, so that our freight was quite unin 
jared. Six minutes from our start we shot 
out of the canyon without starting a log or 
touching an obstruction. 


THE WHITE^IOUSE BAPID8. 


"When a portage is made on the right of 


the Grand canyon the rafts have to be cap- 
tured at tho mouth and reloaded Cor a short 
trip of only two miles to tho opposite side of 
the stream, at the head of the White Horse 
rapids, where another portage is always 
made. The White Horso has an evil reputa- 
tion. It is two miles long and obstructed by 


• broken rocks, dividing the rtream into nar- 


row channels, the largest of which is near 
the left bank, and is sixty feet wide. From 
the heart of the Grand canyon to the foot of 
the White Horse is a distance of four miles, 
with a fall of thirty-two feet, most of the de- 
scent being in the White Horsa. 
To run 


"White Horse is seldom attempted, even with 
an empty raft, and never with a boat. The 
government explorer, Lieut. Schwat-ka, did 
indeed make the passage on a raft without 
cargo; but, though piloted by several stoul 
men, 
he did not pass unscathed. 


Three Frenchmen were less fortunate. 


Having portaged their boat around the 
Grand canyon, they failed.to get across tho 
stream to take the next portage on the left 
bank, and were drawn into ths suction of the 
rapkls, which whirled them into tho torrent. 
Their boat was swamped, the cargo was lost, 
and two of tho three men were drowned. 
The third managed to make his way to Ju- 
noau. A brief account of this tragedy we 
found written on n board and posted on a 
tree at the foot of the White Horse. 


Notwithstanding the bad reputation of 


these rapids we concluded,-aftorn careful ex- 
ploration, to make the run with crew and 
cargo on board our raft, so as to save the la- 
bor of a portage and establish the reputation 
of the City of Paris as the stanchest rafi 
afloat. Our boat, however, .was loft behinc 
to be afterward "snubbed down" at our leis 
ui-e. Having so decided, our raft was cast 
off and got into the current, and down wo 
nentovcr the mile stretch, steadily holding 
the middle of the channel In just eigh 
minutes from the start we were riding safely 
in smooth water, with tho Whito Horso 
foaming behind us. 


1 confess 1 cannot understand why this 


place has so terrible a reputation, unless it be 
that the water is sometimes much highei 
than it is now. Perhaps the White Horse ia 
not really so black as it has been painted; bu 
be that as it may, the City of Paris is the 
first craft, so far as we know, that has ever 
made tho run of the White Horse with crew 
and cargo. Next day wo snubbed pur boat 
down and did not fail to-post an account of 
»nr exploit for the information and envy of 
future voyagers.

At the outbreak of "the Revolutionary war 


there were in existence seven newspapers in 
Massachusetts, one in New Hariinshire, two 
in Rhode Island, four in1 Connecticut, four in 
'New York, nine in Pennsylvania, two each 
hi Maryland, Virginia and North Carolina, 
three in South Carolina and one in Georgia, 
a total of thirty-seven, " With-the exception 
ol The Philadelphia Gazette, which was pub- 
lished semi-weekly, all were weeklies. In.

.the number had- increased to 200, of

The Evening Post, established in New York 


in 1801, was the first regular.of ternoon news- 
paper. It is also the oldest journal outside 
<4 Massachusetts, with the exception of The 
New York Commercial Advertiser, which- 
appeared in 1797. The newspaper has gbiip 
through many changes of' form. The early 
English news letters of the time of Cromwell- 
were small sheets, printed onlyronone side, 
and containing no more matter than is to.be 
found in two columns of a modern publica- 
tion.

Many were printed from wooden type, and, 


in a number of instances,-direct hand press- 
ure upon a superimposed slab' of wood or 
plate of iron, was the means.adopted for mak- 
ing the impression. The type., was inked by 
a brush after each sheet "was'-printed. • The 
old newsletter stylo, With'thePaddition «f a 
fold, and. impressions taken'on. each side of 
the sheet, prevailed up to the middle,of the 
Eighteenth century.

Slaximiliin and Adolphe Jollefi, of the 
baeterian laboratory of thegeneralbospital. 
The yonng scientists had determined: to 
keep their discovery secret until Saturday, 


leu, at a special meeting of the me<l:cal 


faculty, they 'proposed to relate their ti- 
peiienoes and studies of the last 'two 
months, which have been so successful. I 
was let into the secret by one of the ineny 
American scientists who are studying in 
the laboratory. I presented myself at tbe 
[arm-of the bacilli brerdera, and found 
them quite ready to accord tbe primeor el 
the discovery to the Herald in recognition 
of it-i artiolea Horn Spain abont cholera in 
nocnlations. and from Vera Crnz abont 
the peronospera Intea of yellow fever. 


"We came upon the trace of the baoeilli 


qoite accidentally," raid Dr. Maximilittn 
Jolles, "about the middle of December in 
it sample of urine sent us by a practitioner 
who thought that his patient was snfiating 
from a kidney: disease. 
Examining thr 


urine microscopically we discovered a bac- 
illius which, owing to the peonliar casnock 
formation o( the head, we called 'tbe 
bishop of bacciili.' It was a baeillins* we 
bud never seen before, nor had it ever been 
<ign»lled by any bacteriologist. We imme- 
diately set to .work with the- whole staff 
npon the examination of the urine of influ- 
enza patients in the general .hospital and 
in private practice, and in every case bishop 
bacilli were fonnd in great numbers, while 
in the execrations from various other nule- 
dita examined at the same time the. bacilli 
could not be found. Thin we did to avoid 
the argument'brOngbt against,the Mtiican 
doctor, Cordovia, to the effect that peren- 
o'pera lutea is foand in the blood of all 
•ho die in certain seasons at Vera Crnz, 
whether yellow fever be.prevalent or not.'

When it was called np 
for consideration in the executive session 
of the Senate the other day there were 
some very strong speeches made in oppo- 
sition to it. The clause providing for the 
extradition of persons guilty of high crimes 
was adopted, bnt when the clause di fining 
what a high c ime is and providing that 
attempts upon the life of the Cz»r or any cf 
tbe imperial family should not und^r this 
treaty be eqiisidend political crimes^; but 
ola«s«d as attempts to murder,.manslaugh- 
ter, forgery, etc., and Rxlmditable, was 
reached, a tery ob-tipste objection was 
raised. There is a great deal uf sympathy 
among the American legislators as -well as 
American citizens in private life with all 
persons who are'under imperious govern- 
ments. The unlives of Ireland have no 
more symi'ntby than the Bns^ians who (ire 
trjing to aecnre a Roverntueot for the pe.n- 
ple and by the people. The clause in tbe 
treaty whiob would nuke it impossible for 
the free tbinkers of Eusaia to flee-to (h\»' 
country for refuge !wa*: most bitterly at- 
tacked and on its account the treaty was 
sent back to the Committee on Porinsin 
Beta .ions for further consideration. Un- 
less this clansein stricken ont or modified 
the treaty will nAvpr ba ratified.
